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Prior art fails to teach an inkjet printer and its method for detecting printhead 
rotation, among other features, comprising: at least one photosensor coupled to a 
carriage for receiving an initial image and a subsequent image of a pattern taken from a 
medium; and a printer controller to compare the images and identify a rotation of the 
printhead in the inkjet printer if the comparison indicates the initial image is rotated 
relative to the subsequent image.
